$2,000 reward being offered

A $2,000 reward is being of¬ 
fered by the Federal Screw 
Works of Romulus for informa¬ 
tion that will lead to the arrest 
and conviction of those per¬ 
sons who stole $70,000 worth of 
production materials on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Romulus Detective Lt. 
David Early reported that 
company surveillance equip¬ 
ment detected the vehicle 
used in the massive theft of 16 
heat resistant cast alloy fur¬ 
nace trays. The trays weigh ap¬ 
proximately 480 pounds each. 

Jerry Wurtsmith, plant man¬ 
ager, said the truck used was a 
24-foot Ryder truck, believed 


rented on or about Nov. 27 
from a Detroit area Ryder 
dealer and might have been 
damaged during the theft ef¬ 
fort there. 

Information on the theft 
should be phoned into 
Wurtsmith at 955-5465 or Early 
at 942-6856.

Detroit cop 
faces charge

Then there was Cymonne 
Pyles of Romulus and most re¬ 
cently there was Richard 
Schulte, a partially paralyzed 
12-year-old Taylor little league 
baseball player, who is seeking 
an unconventional cure via a 
doctor in Houston. 

Cymonne’s father, Jeff, a 
food catering worker at Metro 
Airport, said the latest waiting 
game for his family is like be¬ 
ing involved in a major chess 
match. 

“We’re just waiting for the 
doctors’ next. move. Cymonne 
still looks like the Dicture of 
health, except for her shaved 
head and the long scar on the 
back of her skull caused by the 
recent surgery,” he said. 

“Cymonne still goes to 
school (on a half-day basis 
since the surgery) and tires 
much quicker now,” her father

Ex-Eagle star slain 

Police hope arrest is near

Romulus school officials re¬ 
acted with shock and dismay 
upon learning that a former 
Eagle track star of the 1980’s 
was the automatic teller tech¬ 
nician who was gunned down 
recently in Farmington Hills. 

It was revealed last week 
that both the FBI and Farm¬ 
ington Hills police feel they 
are close to making an arrest 
in the murder case, but are 
calling upon more public in¬ 
put into the final day of Ev- 
eristo Dwayne Bosley, 25, a 
1989 graduate of Romulus 
High School. 

Bosley was shot to death 
while working on an automatic 
teller machine at a Comerica 
bank in Farmington Hills 
early in the morning of Nov. 14. 

Bosley (known usually by 
his middle name) starred on 
the Romulus school’s track 
team and was its captain in his 
senior year. 

Bosley’s mother, Martha, 


and sister, Brigitte, conducted 
a press conference last week 
in an attempt to bring more 
media attention to their son/ 
brother’s murder case. 

It was revealed at the press 
conference that the reward for 
information leading to the cap¬ 
ture of Bosley’s killer has been 
raised to $47,500. 

His mother revealed that 
Bosley “didn’t feel secure with 
some of his co-workers and 
didn’t feel protected on the 
job.” He was a technician with 
the Guardian Armored Secu¬ 
rity company at the time of his 
death. 

Bosley’s killing occurred 
only hours after the killing of 
another ATM employee in 
Dearborn. Dearborn police ar¬ 
rested the victim’s partner in 
that murder case. 

Mrs. Bosley said her ex- 
Marine son asked her only 

weeks before the murder to 
begin making some new copies 
of his resume as he was not 
comfortable in his job. 

Both FBI agent Scott Wilson 


and Farmington Hills Police 
Chief William Dwyer said they 
were seeking more media cov¬ 
erage and help from the com¬ 
munity in the murder case 
investigation. 

Police disclosed that they 
are close to an arrest in the 
case, but need to tie down 
some existing leads before 
that occurs. 

Back in Romulus A1 Wilker- 
son, Bosley’s former track 
coach, revealed Bosley had a 
very good school track career 
in the 80’s. “Dwayne was the 
friendly and assertive type, 
who always was on time for 
practices and meets. He was a 
great motivator for other stu¬ 
dents and often led his team¬ 
mates by example-thus it was 
a natural for him to be chosen 
captain in his final year.” 

Wilkerson said he knew 
Bosley joined the Marines af¬ 
ter graduation, but “then I lost 
contact with him.” 

Current Athletic Director 
Jesse Meriweather revealed “I 
only have good memories of 
Bosley.” 


Romulus parents of an 
eight-year-old girl suffering 
from a brain tumor are hoping 
to hear good news tomorrow 
on their daughter’s future 
health following mixed re¬ 
views last week. 

Cymonne Pyles, a student at 
Hale Creek Elementary 
School, began complaining of 
increasing severe head ache 
pains about six months ago. 
Shortly before Halloween 1996 
it was discovered that she had 
a rare type of brain tumor, 
most of which has since been 
removed by doctors in Na¬ 
shville. 

Bits of the extracted tumor 
and Xrays were checked by 
two top tumor specialists re¬ 
cently, but came back with dif¬ 
ferent findings. 

The girl’s mother, Deborah 
Pyles of Romulus, Levealed 
Monday that Cymonne’s health 
decisions now rest in the 
hands of Peter Berger of John 
Hopkins Institute. Berger is 
believed to be the top brain 
tumor specialist in the U.S., 
she said. 

Ironically three area chil¬ 
dren all have been diagosed 
with brain tumors in recent 
months. 

First there was Stephanie 
Smith of Belleville, who has 
been the focus of a $500,000 
health fund drive that has cap¬ 
tured the Metro area media’s 
attention.

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Both women are well ac¬ 
quainted with the schools, 
churches, clubs, sororities and 
other organizations within the 
city, and they gather the “good 
news” from Inkster each 
month for publication. 

Theola Jones credits the 
start of the Good News with a 
meeting between Inkster 
Councilman Hilliard Hampton 
and Mike Wilcox, publisher of 
Michig an C ommunity 
Newspapers/Inkster Ledger-Star. 

“He (Hampton) told the pub¬ 
lisher that there was a lot of 
positive news in Inkster that 
wasn’t getting printed,” Jones 
said, adding that the publisher 
agreed that the “good news” 
should be published, in addi¬ 
tion to the crime stories and 
the negative news. 

Hampton told the publisher 
about the willingness of 
Theola Jones and Maude Reid 
to cover the positive news that 
comes from the churches, 
clubs and sororities, and the 
two women volunteered to be¬ 
come the “Good News Ladies.” 

At first, the two women had 
to find all of the good news sto¬ 
ries themselves, but now they 
find that people are calling 
them to inform them about 


what is happening in the com¬ 
munity. 

When asked by Sielski how 
long she has been writing, 
Jones replied, “All my life.” 

She said she wrote stories in 
elementary school and contin¬ 
ued through high school. 
Throughout her life, people 
have asked Theola Jones to 
write for them when they are 
compiling memorials or trib¬ 
utes to individuals or compil¬ 
ing booklets or brochures 
about area events. 

“I enjoy writing because it 
is an outlet for me to inform 
people of the good things that 
are happening and about the 
many beautiful people in Inks¬ 
ter,” she said. 

Among her favorites stories 
are President Clinton’s visit, 
Jesse Jackson’s appearance at 
Inkster High School and the 
visit of Dr. Martin Luther 
King’s daughter. 

“I enjoy writing about peo¬ 
ple,” said Maude Reid. “It 
makes them feel good to see 
their names in the news¬ 
paper.” 

Reid writes about a wide va¬ 
riety of community news. Re¬ 
cently, she wrote about Career 
Day at Blanchette Middle

said Tuesday morning, “but we 
remain very hopeful.” 

Last week Pyles admitted 
his family was stopped in its 
tracks when Cymonne was di¬ 
agnosed with a brain tumor. 
“We never had a crisis like this 
before in our family,” Pyles 
said, “and with only 60-30 per¬ 
cent of the tumor being re¬ 
moved we remain anxious 
over our daughter’s condi¬ 
tion.” 

Pyles stated doctors had 
said it would be too dangerous 
to try to remove the entire 
tumor that was deeply inbed- 
ded into her brain. 

Thus further treatment 
plans were delayed until a fi¬ 
nal decision could be made on 
the best way to attack the 
tumor. Pyles remains hopeful 
that whatever medial pro¬ 
cedure is decided upon, he 
hopes that it can be done lo¬ 
cally. 

All three children in the 
family, Cymonne, her sister, 
Tarah, 7, and brother, Brock, 
11, attend Hale Creek School. 
Thus students, teachers and 
parents of other school chil¬ 
dren at Hale Creek have be¬ 
come the Pyles’ extended 
family. 

Benefits for the family’s 
medical cost needs are pend¬ 
ing, as the community awaits 
an analysis of those needs.

Will racism end 
in our lifetime?

Will racism be erased from 
the world during Prom- 
isekeepers founder Bill Mc¬ 
Cartney’s lifetime? 

If I was a betting man, I 
would say “no.” 

But in 1980 I would have 
made the same negative re¬ 
sponse if someone asked me 
“Will the Berlin Wall fall with¬ 
out any major bloodshed such 
as World War III?” 

I would have said “no” also 
to the question “Will commu¬ 
nism collapse under its own 
weight?” 

Even back in 1968 I proba¬ 
bly was among the top 
doubters on the issue of 
whether man would walk on 
the moon in our lifetime. Yet 
Americans began landing on 
the moon less than a year later. 

After hearing McCartney 
make that claim last Thursday 
before more than 1,000 Chris¬ 
tians, I verbally began telling 
people of my doubts. But the 
former coach’s prediction led 
me to read several prayer re¬ 
lated books in recent days. I 
began laughing and told my¬ 
self “I guess I am the classic 
doubter and my name isn’t 
even Thomas!” 

I was extremely happy to be 
in the throng of Christians at 
the Ninth Annual Downriver 
Community Prayer Breakfast 
in Southgate last week. It was 
the first time I had attended 
the downriver function and I 
was pleased to see that more 
than 1,000 persons were there 
and many of them were wo¬ 
men. 

It has been said in recent 
decades that we live in an “in¬ 
stant society” and even a 
“prayer-less society.” Many 
Christians have problems with 
that “I need it now” lifestyle, 
particularly when they hear 
the Lord talking about “eter¬ 
nity.” 

Prayers that were the back¬ 
bone of our nation’s churches 
centuries ago, now are glossed 
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over in minutes by our pastors 
and lay leaders. Even “Prayer 
Breakfasts” throughout the 
land have few prayers on the 
menu. 

But since stepping down 
from his role as head coach of 
the “Hail Mary” University of 
Colorado football team, Mc¬ 
Cartney has devoted most of 
his time to spiritual battles. 

His Promisekeepers confer¬ 
ences have spread across the 
U.S. like wildfire, but have not 
yet put a dent in racism on the 
national or local scene. 

Next fall a million or more 
Promisekeepers will gather in 
Washington D.C. to ask the 
Lord’s help on issues such as 
racism. 

I’m willing to have my 
doubts removed and I deeply 
hope that McCartney’s spiri¬ 
tual bifocals are much more 
powerful than mine. 

But at the same time I know 
that the end of racism and the 
long awaited “revival” will not 
occur until men and women 
collectively fall on their knees 
in prayer for such actions. 

Local churches might start 
that procedure by replacing 
the altar rails that were re¬ 
moved decades ago or just 
were not erected in the mod¬ 
ern steeple-less church struc¬ 
tures. 

Communion time in many 
Christian churches use to be a 
time of kneeling and deep 
prayer. Now communion time 
takes on more of the image of a 
fast food restaurant than a sol¬ 
emn house of worship activity. 

Bill I won’t say your predic¬ 
tion doesn’t have a prayer. I 
just say it won’t happen with¬ 
out many of those same talked 
about praybrs.

This is our dilemma. MCN, through caring 
employees, will donate countless hours to make 
as much happen as possible.

That was too see her daddy for 
the first time. But her little heart was broken 
when she learned her daddy was killed instant¬ 
ly in a truck accident a few days before.

I want to inform you regard¬ 
ing some pertinent informa¬ 
tion which would benefit many 
of your readers. Congress has 
approved long term care tax 
clarification sought by the Al¬ 
zheimer’s Association. The 
provisions are included in the 
Kennedy-Kasserbaum health 
insurance bill which Congress 
passed and President Clinton 
signed. 

The following is a brief ex¬ 
planation of the bill. 

The bill treats expenditures 
for qualified long term care 
services as medical expenses 
for federal income tax pur¬ 
poses.. This means that a tax¬ 
payer may take an itemized 
deduction for unreimbursed 
paid expenses for long term 
care for the taxpayer, the tax¬ 
payer’s spouse, or a dependent 
of the taxpayer to the extent 
that total medical expenses 
(including long term care ex¬ 
penses) exceed 7.5 percent, of 
the taxpayer’s adjusted gross 
income. 

Qualified low term care ser¬ 
vices for which the deduction 
may be taken include “neces¬ 
sary diagnostic, preventive, 
therapeutic, curing, treating, 
mitigating and rehabilitative 
services, and maintenance or 
personal care services” that 
are required by a chronically 
ill individual 

A chronically ill individual 
for whom expenses are tax de¬ 
ductible is “a person who has 
Noreen certified by a licensed 
health care practitioner as be¬ 
ing unable to perform, without 
substantial assistance from an¬ 
other individual, at least two 
activities of daily living or re¬ 
quiring substantial supervi¬ 
sion to protect against threats 
of health and safety due to se¬ 
vere cognitive impairment. 

This applies to any ex¬ 
penses incurred after Dec. 31, 
1996. For further clarification, 
your readers should consult 
with their tax consultant or at¬ 
torney.

CITY OF WESTLAND 

ORDINANCE NO. 209- A 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SECTION 2-403(b) OF CHAPTER 2 OF THE 
WESTLAND CITY CODE TO EXCEPT CERTAIN PROPERTIES FROM THE 
GENERAL PROHIBITION AGAINST PURCHASES OF CITY PROPERTY BY 
OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES OF THE CITY AND THEIR IMMEDIATE 
RELATIVES AND BUSINESS ENTITIES. 

THE CITY OF WESTLAND ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Thai Section 2-403(b) of Chapter 2 of the Westland City Code shall be 
amended lo provide as follows: 

“Sec. 2-403. Limitations on the applicability of this article. 

* * * 

(b) This article shall not be construed to prohibit any officer or employee of 
the City, or any of their immediate relatives, associations, partnerships, corpora¬ 
tions or trusts, from purchasing any real property which was the subject of a tax 
sale under the Michigan General Property Tax Act, if: 

( 1 ) The individual had an ownership interest in the real properly prior to the 

tax sale; or 

(2) The real property that is to be purchased from the City is adjacent to 
property that is owned by and is the residence of the individual, and the property 
is unbuildablc due to its size, frontage, or for some other reason.” 

Section 2 . That all other provisions of Chapter 2 of the Westland City Code shall 
remain in full force and effect 

Section 3. Severability. The various parts, section and clauses of this Ordinance are 
hereby declared to be severable. Lf any part, sentence, paragraph, section or clause is 
adjudged unconstitutional or invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the remainder 
of the Ordinance shall not be affected thereby. 

Section 4. Repeal. All other Ordinances inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Ordinance are, lo the extent of such inconsistencies, hereby repealed. 

Section 5. Publication. The City Gerk shall cause this Ordinance to be published in 
the manner required by law. 

Section 6. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall become effective upon publication as 
required by law.

There’s probably only a few 
individuals in the country who 
are not familiar with Margaret 
Mitchell’s Gone With the Winch 
the Civil War epic that earned 
the author a Pulitzer Prize and 
went on to become a classic 
movie. 

In contrast, there are proba¬ 
bly only a few individuals who 
have heard of Benjamin E. 
Mays, the president of More 
house College in Atlanta. How 
ever, the lives of these two 
people became connected 
with a common mission the 
support of higher education 
for black Americans - and the 
subject of a book, Benjamin E. 
Mays and Margaret Mitchell: A 
Unique Legacy in Medicine by 
former Inkster resident Ira Joe 
Johnson and William G. 
Pickens. 

Margaret Mitchell came 
from an old-line aristocratic 
Atlanta family; Benjamin 
Elijah Mays was the eighth 
child of former slaves, bom at 
a time when Jim Crowism 


dominated the South. 

An incident in which a 
black woman was denied ad¬ 
mission to a hospital because 
of her race made a deep im¬ 
pression on Margaret Mitchell. 
At the same time that her hus¬ 
band had easy access to medi¬ 
cal care for his heart problem, 
Carrie Holbrook, a black em¬ 
ployee of his family, became 
terminally ill with cancer and, 
although her family had the 
means to pay, could not gain 
admittance to a hospital. Only 
Margaret Mitchell’s interces¬ 
sion and a donation persuaded 
the hospital to admit the wo¬ 
man for the last days of her 
life. The contrast between the 
treatment of the black woman 
and the white man left a deep 


impact on Mitchell. 

When Mays became presi¬ 
dent of Morehouse College he 
promised, “to give Morehouse 
College all that I have...the 
best of my mind, heart and 
soul. I will serve this institu¬ 
tion as if God Almighty sent me 
into the world for the express 
purpose of being the sixth 
president of Morehouse Col¬ 
lege.” 

In a desperate appeal for 
funds, Mays contacted Mitchell 
and asked her for an $80 dona¬ 
tion for a scholarship. She sent 
him a check with the stipula¬ 
tion that there be no publicity 
of any type connected with her 
contribution. That was the first 
of many gifts -- $3,000 to further 
the medical education of Car¬ 
rie Holbrook’s nephew and 


$2,000 in memory of Mrs. 
Holbrook. 

Letters to Margaret Mitchell 
and other members of her fam¬ 
ily and Benjamin Mays are 
printed in the book plus short 
biographies of Margaret Mit¬ 
chell Scholars - a urologist, 
dentist, thoracic/vascular sur¬ 
geon, obstetrician, psychiatr- 
ist, general surgeon, 
pulmonary specialist, pediatri¬ 
cians, oral surgeon and several 
professors. 

“Margaret Mitchell cast her 
considerable clout and wealth, 
anonymously, on the side of 
medical education for Blacks 
and the poor. She did this in 
unison with, and at the persi¬ 
stent urging of Morehouse Col¬ 
lege President Benjamin E. 
Mays. Mitchell’s money and 
Mays’ vision resulted in signifi¬ 
cant support for the education 
of over 20 black doctors, some 
of whom are profiled in this 
book,” said co-author Ira Joe 
Johnson. 

The book is published in pa¬

Former Inkster resident ‘rubs elbows’ with celebrities

Ira Joe Johnson’s new book 
has taken him on a book sign 
ing tour parallel to that of his 
friend, attorney Johnnie Co¬ 
chran. 

Both Johnson and Cochran 
were in the Detroit area last 
week on book promotions. 

“He’s a very nice person. 
He’s very sineere,’ksaid John¬ 
son, a former Inkster resident 
and a friend of Cochran’s for 
several years. 

In fact, Johnson was with 
Cochran at the White House 
two days before the slayings of 
Nicole Brown Simpson and 
Ronald Goldman and with him 
again for an Aretha Franklin 
concert the day after when Co¬ 
chran got the call to represent 
O.J. Simpson in the famous

murder trial. 

While his friend is concen¬ 


trating on the aftermath of the 
trial, Johnson is focused on his 
book about the support that 
Gone With the Wind author Mar¬ 
garet Mitchell provided for 
Morehouse College. 

The co-author of Benjamin 
E. Mays and Margaret Mitchell: 
A Unique Legacy in Medicine 
noted that his father is an Inks¬ 
ter minister and he is a mem¬ 
ber of a very big family. 

“Everyone in Inkster knows 
the Johnsons, or at least, some 
of us,” Johnson said. 

Johnson is a graduate of Mo¬ 
rehouse College, the college of 
which Mays is a former presi¬ 
dent. He served as a student 
member of the College’s Board 
of Trustees and a writer for the 
student newspaper. Later, he 
attended the Columbia South¬ 


ern College of Law. 

A long time government offi¬ 
cial, civil rights activist and 
political adviser, Johnson has 
served on the staffs of Atlanta 
mayors Maynard Jackson and 
Andrew Young and in the ad¬ 
ministrations of former presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter and of Pres¬ 
ident Bill Clinton. 

During his years as the Na¬ 
tional Alliance of Federal Em¬ 
ployees’ liaison with the White 
House, Johnson met many no¬ 
tables, including the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson, former heavy¬ 
weight champion Muhammed 
Ali and Colin Powell, retired 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

Johnson was appointed to 
the Georgia Youth Council and 
served as Senior Political 
Campaign Advisor for Senator 
Ted Kennedy and as director 
of public affairs for the May¬ 


flower Group, the telecom¬ 
munications company owned 
by Cochran. 

He is the author of the 1980 
series, Blacks and the Carter 
Presidency , and his writings 
have appeared in several 
newspapers and magazines. 
He is a public speaker and lec¬ 
turer. 

As a close associate of Dr. 
Mays, the subject of his book, 
from 1972 to 1984, Johnson was 
active in his campaign and 
election to the Atlanta Board 
of Education and traveled with 
him as his assistant. 

Johnson is married to the 
former Ruby Wright and they 
are the parents of three chil¬ 
dren. Dr. Mays was the God¬ 
father of his son, Ira Joe 
Johnson Jr. He is a deacon at 
Mount Carmel Baptist Church 
and a former trustee of More¬ 
house College.

Author braves Alaskan wilds

Much like Jack London, au¬ 
thor Michael Dixon wrote 
about his experiences in 
Alaska. However, London only 
stayed in Alaska for one year, 
while Dixon set up a home¬ 
stead and continues to live in 
the 49th state. 

Alaska Bound: A Life of 
Travels and Adventure in the far 
North reads much like a 
carefully-worded diary of life 
in the vastly unpopulated 
state. 

The book begins in 1973, 
when Dixon, a law student in 
Utah, headed to Alaska to earn 
money for school working on 
cruise ships. With enough 
money saved up after a year, 
Dixon headed back to school, 
but this didn’t last long, and he 
found himself back in Alaska 
the following year. “I was going 
to go to Alaska and make some 
money and leave behind for a 
while the laughter and frivol¬ 
ity of law school,” Dixon wrote. 

Finding a job above the po¬ 


sition of dishwasher posed a 
problem to anyone not origi¬ 
nally from Alaska, because 
Alaskan companies don’t like 
to hire “foreigners.” Dixon, 
who already held a bachelor of 
arts degree took a job on a 
ferry. He was eventually pro¬ 
moted to head waiter on a 
ferry which runs from Alaska 
to Seattle, Wash., and back 
again. 

Dixon spends much of the 
time discussing his adventures 
while kayaking. 

After taking the bar exam 
for the first time, Dixon de¬ 
cided to relax with his girl¬ 
friend by going kayaking. 

“After a day of paddling, we 
boarded a boat blooming with 
tourists to travel up the bay,” 
he wrote. “When the plankton 
blooms, so do the tourists. The 
plankton (small algae) feeds 
the krill (a small crustacean); 
the krill feed the whales; and 
the whales satiate the tourists. 
The locals feed on the tourists. 
The food chain works.” 

While kayaking alone in 34 
degrees Fahrenheit water, 


Dixon flipped over, and 
couldn't roll back upright. He 
finally had to evacuate the wa¬ 
tercraft, and was pinned 
against a tree stump. In his 
mind, Dixon argued with the 
“gods of adventure” for his 
life. Little by little, the author 
managed to inch his way over 
the stump, and back into the 
water. 

“After being clutched by the 
jaws of oblivion, swimming 
with his cousin, mere Danger, 
was a trifle,” he wrote. 

Alaska Bound is set up in 
chronological order, making it 
easy to read. Dixon is comical, 
even in serious situations, and 
brings the adventure to life for 
those of us who don’t have the 
time to do it ourselves. Of 
course, reading the book dur¬ 
ing Michigan’s deep freeze 
isn’t a good idea. It’s hard 
enough to stay warm without 
reading about hypothermia. 

The book is published by 
the Dixon Paperback Com¬ 
pany and sells for $13.95.

Authors tell what helps when friends of family are sick 


If you’ve ever avoided visit¬ 
ing a sick friend in the hospital 
because you didn’t know what 
to say once you got there, or 
you’ve felt helpless when a 
loved one is ill, you’re not 
alone-but help is on the way, 
thanks to authors Margaret 
Cooke and her niece, Eliz¬ 
abeth Putman.

givers, but didn’t know how. 
Cooke, of East Lansing, was di¬ 
agnosed with multiple scle¬ 
rosis 14 years ago. Putman’s 
6-year-old son was diagnosed 
with leukemia three years ago. 


“These illnesses give us the 
opportunity to learn from both 
the people who knew what to 
do for us and those who 
didn’t,” Cooke said. “We also 
talked to other patients to hear 
what they found helpful.” 

In most cases, simple ges¬ 
tures wre the most helpful. 
Asking questions to get a hos¬ 
pital patient talking are en¬ 
couraged, but limit visits to 10 
or 15 minutes. When you visit 
someone, bring fresh flowers 
on a regular basis, read them a 
book, tape a church service to 
listen or watch together, or 


bring the outdoors a little 
closer by hanging a bird 
feeder outside the patient’s 
window. 

When someone is termi¬ 
nally ill and in an extended 
care facility or nursing home, 
Cooke advises taking extra 
care not to forget about them 
just because they are no 
longer a part of your daily life. 
Put little notes in your per¬ 
sonal calendar reminding 
yourself to call or send a card 
or audio letter. 

Cooke notes that the birth of 
a baby presents many of the 


same challenges that come 
with an illness. Usually the 
mother is hospitalized, and ar¬ 
rangements must be made for 
the houselhold to function in 
her absence and when she re¬ 
turns home. Cooke found that 
most people knew what kinds 
of gifts to get babies, but many 
mothers mentioned how much 
they also appreciated gifts for 
themselves. Cooke suggests 
giving new mothers gift certifi¬ 
cates for personal care such as 
hairstyling or a manicure or a 
basket of products for a relax¬ 
ing bath.

It is said that, “if you build a 
better mousetrap, the world 
will beat a path to your door.” 

Julius Toth of Belleville 
doesn't believe the saying. 
Toth has invented a ‘‘better 
mousetrap” ~ a simple, cheap 
d evic e to replace snow 
shovels, and so far no one has 
beaten a path to his door. 

Everyone who sees the de¬ 
vice demonstrated or tries it 
himself, is convinced that the 
his invention is better at re¬ 
moving snow than shovels or 
motorized devices. And, it is a 
potential life saver! 

Finally, after years of unsuc¬ 
cessfully trying to market his 
invention, he sold his Sno Ho 
to Dorden & Co., Inc. a Detroit 
manufacturer.

While Toth would have been 
happier if his invention had 
become successful when he 
first attempted to market it, 
nonetheless, he is pleased that 
many people -- especially 
those with heart or back prob¬ 
lems - will have a safer device 
to use when removing snow.

“You can’t get hurt using the 
device,” he claims. “The only 
way you would injure yourself 
is if you drop it, and you hurt 
your back while bending down 
to pick it up!”

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Promisekeepers foresee end to racism

“We will see racism end in 
our lifetime,” Promisekeepers 
founder and former football 
coach Bill McCartney pre¬ 
dicted last Thursday 

McCartney, who was born, 
raised and coached teams in 
the Downriver area, returned 
“home” last Thursday to speak 
to more than 1,000 business 
and political leaders at the 
Crystal Gardens in Southgate. 

But McCartney said he ex¬ 
pected to see former foothball 
star O.J. Simpson convicted in 
his current civil trial and was 
awaiting the public’s reaction 
to that decision. 

Yet still one of the funda¬ 
mental goals of the 1996 Prom¬ 
isekeepers conferences across 
the nation was to “Break down 
the walls” of racism both 
within American churches and 
throughout society as a whole. 

At Michigan Prom¬ 
isekeepers conferences at the 
Silverdome in both 1995 and 
1996, McCartney and other 
Promisekeepers leaders have 
vowed they will not consider 
their efforts successful until at 
least 25-35 percent of the men 
turning out at the stadiums are 
men of color. 

In addition to the about two 
dozen such conferences in the 
U.S. this year, McCartney said 
he also has been having meet¬ 
ings in more than 30 major 
cities with prominent black 
and Hispanic pastors fostering 
the “end racism now theme. 

Pomisekeepers is an inter¬ 
national Christian men’s group

that stresses today’s men must 
reassume their roles as 
leaders of their churches, fam¬ 
ilies and communities. 

During the annual two-day 
conferences at sports stadiums 
across the U.S. men listen to 
top Christian evangelists 
speak, join hands and sing 
many of the classic Christian 
hymns and unite in prayers for 
their families, churches, com¬ 
munities and the nation. 

Many become so inspired 
that they develop new and 
stronger relationships with 
their wives, children, co¬ 
workers, etc. after they return 
home. 

McCartney formerly 
coached locally at Riverview 
High School and later became 
an assistant football coach 


with the University of Michi¬ 
gan and finally head coach of 
the University of Colorado. 

The announcement that Mc¬ 
Cartney was going to be the 
keynote speaker at the Ninth 
Annual Downriver Community 
Prayer Breakfast quickly 
brought hundreds of quick re¬ 
quests for tickets. 

One organizer last Thursday 
said “we had to cut off the 
ticket sales at 1,200.” No 
tickets were sold at the door 
due to the crowded conditions 
at Crystal Gardens. 

McCartney revealed the key 
elements of success are: know¬ 
ing who you are and where you 
are going-in short knowing 
what is your destiny. 

As an example he used the 
fundamentals seen in the re¬ 


cent heavyweight boxing 
match between Mike Tyson 
and Evander Holyfield. It was 
a battle between two different 
strenghs Holyfield, an avowed 
Christian, and Tyson, who is 
known for casting massive fear 
in his opponents. 

Holyfield, surprised his 
skeptics, and ultimately won 
the recently hard fought bat¬ 
tle. 

McCartney also told the au¬ 
dience that “you are never 
stronger than when you are 
giving to others. And thus it is 
true that one man with convic¬ 
tion is stronger than 99 
others.” 

Thus one season while he 
coached in Colorado, he urged 
each of his players to call a 
friend or family member and 
“tell that person you are dedi¬ 
cating your actions on the field 
this weekend” to that person. 

McCartney then urged his 
players “just flash the thumbs 
up sign to me as you board the 
game plane to signify that you 
have done it.” 

The team did as he urged 
and played with such disci¬ 
pline and determination they 
scored four goals in the fourth 
quarter and won that nation¬ 
ally televised game. He credits 
that success to the fact the 
players gave the game to their 
loved one rather than playing 
for their own glory. 

McCartney warned “God 
doesn’t grade on the curve, but 
his love is unexhaustible. He 
also has a plan for each one of 
your lives. So listen and be 
ready!”

Breakfast with Bill McCartney draws ‘heavenly crowd’ 


Attending the ninth annual 
Downriver Community Prayer 
Breakfast was an inspiring and 
uplifting experience to the 
1,000 or more people in the au¬ 
dience. 

Aside from the keynote ad¬ 
dress from former coach and 
Promisekeepers founder Bill 
McCartney, it was awesome to 
see people of varied back¬ 
grounds, denominations and 
races gathered early on a 
weekday morning to partici¬ 
pate in a religious program. 



One of the speakers called 
the gathering of so many differ¬ 
ent kinds of people “a fore¬ 
taste of heaven.” 

It was, at the least, an ecu¬ 
menical assemblage of dra¬ 
matic proportion with an 


African-American minister 
giving the invocation, a Pres¬ 
byterian clergywoman reading 
a scripture verse, a Catholic 
priest saying words of thanks¬ 
giving and a Baptist minister 
introducing the born-again- 
Christian keynote speaker, fol¬ 
lowed by the benediction de¬ 
livered by an Episcopalian 
priest 

Harry Lester, a well known 
Christian layman and director 
of the United Steelworkers of 
America District 2, co-chaired 


the event with National Steel 
Corp. official Leon L. Judd, 
and the voices of union mem¬ 
bers, managers, business 
owners, elected officials, com¬ 
munity leaders and clergy 
joined together in the singing 
of How Great Thou Art. 

McCartney’s speech was 
peppered with terms and an¬ 
ecdotes from his days as a foot¬ 
ball coach. For example, he 
referred to the Bible as God’s 
play book and told the audi¬ 
ence that they were quarter¬ 


backs of their lives. 

He relayed the recipe for 
success that was given to him 
by coach Vince Lombardi: 
First, master the fundamen¬ 
tals; second, discipline, and 
third, love. Then, he told how 
he used the three steps to 
score a smashing football vic¬ 
tory. His team had gotten 
through the first two steps, and 
he decided fto motivate them 
by asking each player to dedi¬ 
cate the coming game to some¬ 
one he loved - parent, relative 


or friend. 

“I told the players that be¬ 
fore they got on the plane that 
day, they each would have to 
call someone he loved and tell 
that person he was playing the 
game for him or her,” Me- * 
Cartney said. “I instructed 
them to tell the person to 
watch him during the game 
and be aware that everything 
he did was for them. After t{iey,,, 
made the calls and were

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Motorists warned to watch for deer

“Oh, deer!” may be the reac¬ 
tion of some drivers traveling 
through Van Buren Township. 

Every year, according to Lt. 
Ken Brooks, of the Van Buren 
Police, there are between 10 to 
20 deer-car crashes in the 
township. Although he hasn’t 
noticed an increase this year, 
Lt. Brooks expects the nu¬ 
mbers to climb in the next cou 
pie of years. 

“As the township grows, 
we’ll probably see the number 
go up, as we force the deer out 
of their natural habitat,” he 
said. 

The newly formed Michigan 
Deer Crash Coalition is hoping 
greater attention to the prob 
lem and better education will 
help motorists be more alert 
and aware of the problem, and 
better able to avoid potential 
roadway encounters with deer. 

The coalition advises that 
deer crashes peak during the 
fall (October, November and 
December), when reproduc¬ 
tive behavior increases deer 
movement, and again in the 
spring (March, April, May), 
when deer migrate from win¬ 
tering grounds to areas lush 
with new vegetation. 

Crashes are most likely to 



occur at dawn and dusk, when 
deer are moving between feed¬ 
ing and resting areas. 

In Van Buren Township, Lt. 
Brooks says deer-car crashes 
are common on Tyler and 
Ecorse roads, mainly due to 
the fact that these areas are 
wooded. 

“There is also construction 
going on in these areas, which 
forces the deer to move,” he 
said. Brooks commented that a 
few crashes have occurred on 
Belleville Road, including a 
memorable crash last year. 

“A deer ran right out in 
front of one of our cars,” he 
said. “A new car. It messed it 
up pretty bad. There was still 


some fur stuck to the light bar 
when it came back to the sta¬ 
tion, because (the deer) flew 
over the car after it was hit.” 

Hitting a deer doesn’t just 
mean a damaged vehicle. Ac¬ 
cording to the coalition, eight 
people were killed and nearly 
2,200 were injured in deer- 
vehicle crashes last year. 

Lt. Brooks suggests that peo¬ 
ple drive with caution, espe¬ 
cially in areas with dense 
woods. 

“Most times, the deer are 
not standing in the road when 
they are hit. They jump out in 
front of cars, and you have no 
choice but to hit them,” he 
said. “We also have a lot of 
times when the deer run into 
the sides of cars. There’s noth¬ 
ing you can do about that.” 

To help avoid an unwanted 
encounter with a deer, the co¬ 
alition advises motorists: 

♦ Watch for deer crossing 
signs, which are a reminder to 
drive cautiously; 

• Drive at lower speeds 
through a posted deer area at 
any time of the day or night; 

• Use good sense. Wear 
safety belts. Stay awake, 
aware, alert and sober; 

♦ Deliberately look for deer 
at peak times, and if you see 
them, slow down.

McCartney challenged the 
audience to have high expecta¬ 
tions and to dream, saying,

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Wintery weather increases accident rate 


Expect the unexpected from other drivers.

; The snow is on the ground, 
and the sound of crunching 
bumpers and fenders can be 
heard all over the place. 

‘‘In the first part of winter, 
the accident rate increases,” 
according to Lieutenant Ken 
Brooks of the Van Buren Po¬ 
lice Department. “People have 
tb retrain themselves to drive 
in the winter weather, then we 


see the. accidents go back 
down.” 

Lt. Brooks says that drivers 
just need to be more cautious, 
slow down, and drive defen¬ 
sively. Expect the unexpected 
from other drivers. 

When it’s just snow on the 
ground, four-wheel-drive 
works wonderful. But, when 
there is snow and ice, “Four- 
wheel-drive doesn’t mean any¬ 
thing,” Lt. Brooks commented. 
The function may get you 


through deep snow, but it’s no 
match for a patch of ice. 

Of the high rate of acci¬ 
dents, Brooks said, “It’s a rit¬ 
ual every year.” 

Aside from being more cau¬ 
tious when you are behind the 


wheel, Lt. Brooks advises 
drivers to be prepared if you 
get stuck in the snow. “Carry 
sand, some blankets, and a 
flashlight,” he said. 

According to Canton Police 
Officer Lew Stevens, the most 


common causes of winter acci¬ 
dents are motorists driving too 
fast and following too close. 

“When the roads are icy and 
slippery, you have to be able to 
keep your car under control at 
all times, and when you’re 
turning, you have to allow 
yourself more room,” Stevens 
said. “If you lose control of 
your car and skid into some¬ 
one else, it’s your fault. 

“People have got to slow 
down,” he emphasized.

Holiday 
retail hiring 
to add 
40,000 jobs

Michigan retailers are ex¬ 
pected to add about 40,000 jobs 
i;o help handle this year’s holi¬ 
day shopping season. 

' “Strong holiday hiring caps 
what has been a good year for 
the state’s retail trade,” F. Ro¬ 
bert Edwards, director of the 
Michigan Employment Secu¬ 
rity Commission (MESC), said. 
“This should be a banner year 
for retail sales and employ¬ 
ment. 

• MESC gave its holiday hir¬ 
ing forecast and report on the 
state’s retail trade in a special 
report issued during a recent 
meeting of its commissioners. 

“Typically, retail employ¬ 
ment levels start rising in the 
fall and peak in December,” 
Edwards said, adding “as re¬ 
tailers hire staff for the holi¬ 
day shopping season. 

• Holiday hiring is generally 
concentrated in three retail 
trgde sectors - general mer¬ 
chandise, miscellaneous retail 
and apparel. Consumer elec¬ 
tronics stores have seasonal 
gains as well. 

For the entire year, MESC is 
forecasting Michigan retail 
sales at about $86.5 billion, a 
5)3, percent increase over 1995 
sales. The number of retail 
jobs should average about 
525,000 in 1996, a 2.9 percent 
pick up over 1995. The overall 
growth rate for jobs in Michi¬ 
gan this year is expected to be 
1.6 percent. 

“Our 1996 estimates are 
based on results for the year so 
far plus the healthy state of 
oiir economy, positive con¬ 
sumer sentiment and the stan¬ 
dard outlook for consumer 
spending in the fourth quar¬ 
ter,” Edwards said.

General Motors is betting 
there’s a market in America 
for a luxury sport-utility vehi¬ 
cle that can slodge through an¬ 
kle- deep mud, climb hills, and 
straddle football sized chunks 
of debris without major prot¬ 
est from the undercarriage. 

Well almost. Actually its a 
way of saying that the 1997 
GMC Jimmy is highly success¬ 
ful. If the industry soothsayers 
who contend that sport-utes 
are the luxury car of the Nine¬ 
ties are right, the Jimmy is a 
strong entry. 

Over the years, the Jimmy 
has become renowned for its 
uncompromising strength and 
its extraordinary capabilities. 
This GMC is built for serious 
work, and serious fun! There 
are plenty of sport-utes out 
there, but this one is the real 
thing. 

The true achievement of the 
Jimmy is not so much in com¬ 
bining the ride and comfort of 
a luxury sedan with the 
strength and capability of a 
GMC Truck, but in combining 
them so gracefully and intel¬ 
ligently in a sport-utility that is 
uncommonly well suited for 
the way that you really drive. 

While most sport-utilities 
force you to choose between 
room for your passengers and 


room for your all-important 
stuff, the Jimmy generously ac¬ 
commodates both. And it does 
it with poise, refinement and 
strength, just open the door, 
and you will discover that the 
Jimmy is as comfortable and 
well appointed as some high- 
end luxury sedans, with one 
significant difference. You’re 
surrounded by genuinely us¬ 
able space. 

While in the Jimmy you will 
see that you sit high above the 
road. This way you have a 
great view of whatever hap¬ 
pens to be going on around 
you.

There are a vast array of 
safety features like, drivers 
side airbag, four-wheel anti¬ 
lock brakes, center high 
mounted stop light, side door 
guard beams, and an energy 
absorbing steering column. 
Power everything is also ad¬ 
ded to this package. 

Putting all of the fine quali¬ 
ties of this Jimmy aside for a 
moment however, leaves me 


with a few features that I 
found to be less than perfect. 
For instance, the gas mileage 
was not so great (13 city and 18 
highway). The stereo system I 
expected to be a little better, 
not to crisp or all that clear. 
There was a multitude of plas¬ 
tic on the doors and inside 


trim. When your spending al¬ 
most 30,000 on an automobile 
like this one, one would hope 
that you could add a splash of 
color and do away with some 
of the plastic that seemed to 
adorn the interior. 

All and all I thought that 
this was a great automobile for 


whatever your particular need 
might be. It offered comfort, 
style and strength. The price 
was not that bad for a sport- 
utility of this caliber. GMC 
compares it to the Jeep Grand 
Cherokee, Ford Explorer, 
Toyota 4 runner, Nissan Path¬ 
finder, and the Mitsubishi Mon- 


tero. 

The image of the 1997 GMC 
Jimmy was upscale and sporty 
with the best available combi¬ 
nation of ride and handling 
comfort and convenience. The 
Jimmy is great to support ac¬ 
tive lifestyle needs with a use¬ 
ful and fun-to-drive, vehicle.
